And will you ſee a plaine proofe that 
they knowe not well howe to couer this 
their enterpriſe againſt the Stare?

In ano- 
therthey make them(ſclues proteCtors of 
the Church and of the people , and vie 0- 
ther pretexts: Wherefore who ſecthnot 
in theſe diucrſities, that they cannot tell 
on what ground to ſtand? In theſe vncer. 
tainties of theſe proteſtations there can- 
not be butan yncertaintie of conſcience. 
Surely they be but ſpcaches of men that 
cannot tell wherewith to giue colour to 
theirill intention, which thinke to couer 
one yntrothe with tio, & two with three, 
and all put together, ſerue but to make 
them lyars, and to bewray themſclues to 
beſuchas in deedethey arc.

But the Lord will,l truſt, giue mercie and 
power vnto our King, well and long to 
maintaine and defende his place - hay 
wiſe. But what then ? If he hapto die , or 
rather let vs ſay , ifthey ſhall procure his 
death as they are in hope , their meaning 
isneuer to endure that the King of Na- 
uarre whom they hold for an Hereticke, 
ſhould come to ſucceede in this Eſtate, as 
in their conſcience (howſoeucr they dif- 
guiſe) they know he oughtin right to do. 
he King of Nauarre , beſides the right 
and intereſt which hee hath by nature, 
hath alſo wit inough to conſider, howe 
much in this time the life ofthe King is 
neceflarie and profitable for him: And 
therefore it behooueth him to ſtand ypon 
his defencein this point. The King of Na- 
uarre may anſ{were them, thathe hath bin 
borne and brought vp in the Religion |

whichhe profeſſcth, thatin conſcience he 
cannot: depart from it , without being 
otherwiſe inſtruted, and therefore thar 
heeis andalwayes ſhalbe readie toteceiue 
inſtrution from a free and lawfull Coun. 
cill , and to leaue his error when it ſhalbe 
prooued ynto him. But if they wil require, 
that without inſtruction, for hope or loſle 
of a Crowne, hee change and {ſhift vpon 
the ſudden from one profeſſion to ano- 
ther: what demande they of him, but in- 
conſtancie, infidelitie and hypocrifie, and 
not to make him capable to be a King, 
but rather vnworthy of a kingdome?If he 
offerhimlelfeto them to be better taught, 
and jfhee be readie to yeelde ro trueth 
when he ſhalbeſodealt with : where finde 
they in the auncient Canons , that this 
obedience, or this ſubmiſſion is called an 
herehie? Euery error ({ay the Canons)is 
not byand by to be holden foran herehie: 
for hereſic is anerror of importance, an 
errorinthe groundesof our faith, and in 
the Articles of our {aluation. Nowe the 
King of Nauarre may ſay ynto them , that 
heis a Chriſtian, he belecueth his ſaluation 
tobe one onely in Icſus Chriſt , that hee 
wh .-._ _- holdeth

holdeth and cagerebech his worde as the 
infallible rule oftrueth , that he belecuerh 
the Creedes ofthe Church, that he recei- 
ueth the generall Councils which were 
held in the beginning ofthe ſaid Church, 
that he condemneth all herefies condem- 
ned by the ſame Councils , that hee ſub. 
mitteth himſelfe cuen at this preſent toa 
generall Councill duely called, and law- 
tully held, and fo can there be no herehe 
im }:im,to ſpeake duely and aright:For hee 
belecueth , as in the beginning of the 
Church men did beleeue. Schilme alſo 
there is none : for Schiſme preſuppoſeth 
 adiuifion,arent and departwe afunder, 
Nowe let them holde a good Council, 
and ifthere be cauſe, they ſhall ſee him 
readie to reconcile himſelte, This may be 
furcher {aide , thateuery man (as the Ca- 
nons teach) which holdeth an hereſie, 1s 
not by and by an heretike : the nameof 
an heretike preſuppoſeth an ambition 
and newfangledneſle, a ſelfe wil and way- 
- wardneſle againſt ſuch Religion andrea- 
ſon, which is taught and plainely proo- 
ued and fer downe. And hereby cuery 
man may iudge , whether the King of

Nauarre be carried with ambition in this 
matter or no: For as ſaith the Lawyer, Cui 
bono? whar profite can ariſe vuto him 
thereby ? Such ambition is incident vnto 
2 Doctor of Dtuinitie,and not to a Prince: 
ſuch contumacie. is incident: to a Clerke 
and Schooleman,and not to the {implici- 
tic of one*which is taught by another, If 
he were mooued with ambition, it were 
moreprofitable for him to be ambitious 
of the fauour of the king, of the loue of all 
the Catholikes in this realme, and of the 
deſire & good liking of the greateſt Prin- 
ces in Chriſtendome abroade,bya chaun- 
ging vpon the ſodaine of his religion, Bur 
he is mooued with conſcience,it is conſci- 
encethatmaketh him ſet a ſide all other 
conſiderations which might be more for 
his aduantage, aſſuring him ſelfe that hee 


hath not to doe with a people which li- 


keth or defireth a prince faithlefle andyn- 
true to God and his owne conſcience, but 
only contented to accept of ſuch a one as 
ispeaceable, capable of reaſon, ready and 
willing to learne better, and doe better 
when hee ſhall be better inſftruted.

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is to be remembred, howe they of this 


houſe,when as they werein great credite, 
tooke away. from the late- great Conſta- 
ble, who had ſo wel deferued of this realm 
of Frice,the office of L. Steward or great 
maſter of the kinges houſe, and from the 
houſe of Longewle, the dignitie of Lorde 
great Chamberlaine , which before was 
gona as a kind of inheritance yntothe 
houſe, forſundry ſeruices which they had 
done in former warres againſt the'Engliſh 
natio, And of late memorie, haue they not 
brought to paſſe, that the gouernment of 
the Dukedome of Brittaine is brought in- 
to their qr Yay es o it partly by cun- 
ning and deuile, and partly by conſtraint, 
from the late good Prince the Duke of 
Montpenſier, which had obtained a pro- 
miſc of it for his ſonne the Prince of D'o- 
fin, who allo ſerued in the place? And all 
this notwithſtanding , they are not aſha- 
med tocomplaine of ſome particular per- 
ſons, which(as they ſay)haue made a mar- 
chandiſe ofthcir places, forgetting them- 
ſelues ſo.many great perſonages whome 
they haue ſpoyled of their offices and dig- 
nitles.

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-- -Concerning the Clergie, whoſe cauſe 
. they will ſeeme to haue vndertaken, I
